The North Vietnamese will de- 
mand a total bombing cessation, and the 
U.S.. as President Johnson has already 
hinted. will want some “mutual res- 
traint” from Hanoi on the battlefield. 
While the American negotiators will 
seek to include the Saizon Government 
in the talks, the North Vietnamese will 
demand the presence of the Viet Cong. 
And beyond these obstacles loom the 
even tougher problems of an over-all 
settlement of the war. withdrawal of 
American and North Vietnamese forces.

Both sides go into the talks will great 
apprehensions based upon past experience. 
In 1954 the Vietnamese Communists went 
to Geneva bolstered by military victory 
over the French, Prodded py Russia and 
China that settled for a temporary divi- 
sion of the country under an agresment 
which appeared to assure thot in the fu- 
ture they would gain controt over al) of 
Vietnam. But tu: ensuing years proved 
otherwise, and th: Hanoi icaders felt they 
had been cheated. 

The Americans for their part are keenly 
aware of the two-year taiks during the 
Korean war exploited by North Korea to 
improve its strategic position. -President 
Johnson Is determined not to repeat that 
mistake. And American policy is clearly 
vormmitted to maintain military pressure 
on North Vietnam, to essure that any 
relaxation of hostilities will be mutual. 

Thus, as the present fignting in Salgon 
and the earlier U-S. offensive in the A 
Shau Valley indicate. hoth sides will con- 
tinue to use the battlefiek! as 4% weapon 
in the negotiations. 

But desplte continuing Aostuities, mutual 
suspicions, and the knotty political prob- 
Jems posed by the talks, direct negotia- 
tlons will nevertbeless begin today. 

A. similar development has taken place 
in #he tea-monih-vld civil war between 
Nigeria aad Biafra, This bitter conflict, 
which is said to have caused an estimated 
100,000 casualties for botn sides, 15. also 
heading for the cconferenca table. Preliml- 
nary talks between Nigerian and Biafran 
delegates have resulted m a_ provisional 
agreement to begin top-level peace nego- 
tiations in the capital of Uganda. 

In both these wars, warld public 
opinion — ‘in the Egat dic Wese τ᾿ τος 
cognized that direct talks were necessary 
to end the bloodletting. 

Only in the case ‘of the Middle Bast 
does thls accepted method of ending inter- 
national conflict appear in varlous world 
eapitals as an extravagance or irrelevant 
demand. 

Arab declarations rejecting the very 
idea of talks with Israel] are accepted 
without response hy the samz international 
agencies and national leaders who proclatm 
the principle of direct negotiations for 
other conflicts. 

Tt is to be hoped that the example of 
the Nigerian an: Vietnam conflicts will 
now ring new bells in such places as 
Moscow, Parts. New Delhi and New York, 
and that those who are senuinely in- 
terested in ἃ political settlement in the 
Middle East wilt forgo the double stan- 
dard they have so “consistently applied 
uotll gow.

And even then the 
Russians still have a dilemma. They know 
that the Arabs are no good militarily...”

Ex-Ministers urge de Gaulle 
to drop Mirage embargo

PARIS, — Former Cabinet ministers from every French democratic party urged 
President de Gaulle on Wednesday to abandon his hostile policy towards Israel 
and drop the embargo on Mirages. The former ministers spoke at a well-attended 
rally here to mark the State of Israel's 20th anniversary. 


A large crowd gathered at Mutuallte 
Hall. in Paris’ Latin Quarter, despite 
gtreet battles between French police and 
students. ‘They heard former Defence Min- 
ister Andre Monteil say that there was a 
tendency in French Government circles to 
forget the past and treat Israel as a do- 
miveering power. “We will not cease our 
protests,” he said, “until the embargo on 
Mirages ἰα lifted.” 

Socialist Cabinet veteran Max LeJcune 
said that it is easier “to deal with ap oil 
magnate than ἃ democracy,” referring to 
Iraqi President Aref's recent talks with 
Gen. de Gaulle.

The Soviet prayer book trick 


' By SRAYA SHAPIRO 
N announcement from Moscow by 
the Novosti news agency said a new 
siddwe (Jewish prayer book) has been 
printed there recently, 

Similar announcements in the past ten 
years proved to be’ unfounded. 

The need for siddurim in the Soviet 
Union has been noted by all visitors to 
Synagogues th:re, but offers to send 
Prayer books from the U.S. or Israel 
were always firmly rejected by the Soviet 
authorities on the grounds that a local 
edition was in the work. 

When Aron Vergells, editor of the 
Yiddish-language “Sovietisn Heimiand,” 
‘was in Montevideo in August 1965, he 
was asked about the scarcity of prayer 
books. He replied indignantly: “Rabbi Le- 
vin (the Chief Rabbi of Moscow) ap- 
proached me about this some time ago. 
I told him, tayerenk (my dear), just 
tell me how many you want! Ten thou- 
sand? AH right, you'll get them. The 
printing is dome in the presses of ‘So- 
vietish Heimland.’ Within a few days — 
the siddurim will be ready. They may 
even be ready at this very moment!” 

There seems to be some discrepancy 
hetween Mr, Vergelis’ assurance and the 
aniouncement that at long last a new 
edition {s out, But the accuracy of No- 
vosti In matters concerning Jews had 
often left much to be desired. 

Last October, Mr. Nassinovski, the So- 
Viet representative on the U.N. Third 
Committee, quoted Rabbi Levin on the 
subject of prayer books, A former police 
investigator (by his own’ admission), Mr. 
Nassinovski said he had called on “Com- 
rade Levin" at the ue in Solianka 
Street to ask why the Rabbj had never 
asked to establish a religious centre for

Soviet Jews, The keen eye of the former 
investigator noted numerous books on the 
Shelves of the office. “We are over- 
stocked. with prayer books," Rabbi Levin 
15 said to have complained. “Would-be 
benefactors” from abroad were sending 
siddurim, bibles and other works of that 
sort, “We have enough for generations 
of worshippers,” Rabbi Levin allegedly said, 
adding, according to Mr. Nassinovski: “We 
ask them not to send books but 
they keep on sending, sending, sending. 
So we keep them here. It’s a pity to 
destroy them.” If Mr. Nassinovski was 
quoting Rabbi Levin correctly, there seems 
to have been no need at all for a new 
edition of a prayer book 

The Soviet delegation to the U.N, Con- 
ference on Human Rights in Teheran is 
beaded by people who have made their 
mark in anti-Jewish and anti-Israel cam- 
paigning. The. head of the delegation, 
Mr. Chkhivadze, was the author of a 
1965 move to equate Zionism with Naz-

. Te tha Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — We who live in Ein Karem 
have reason to be more than casually 
interested in the complaint of: the Met- 
ropolitan of the Russian Church, despite 
the fact thar there wag mo truth in what 
he said. The truth is that Church pro- 
perty here is well-protected by wateh- 
men and locked gates and the damage 
to the Churches over the years has been 
negligible. Not go the rest of the village, 
however. The Churches can insure that 
thelr property is ‘secure from the ravages 
of time and vandalism. The rest of us in 
Bin Karem have despaired’ of finding a 
way to stop the decay which disfigures 
this’ once Jovely place. In Ein Karem, 
within the city limita of Jerusalem, se- 
wage. flows in the streets; there is one 
road in good repair, the rest are pothol- 
ed, muddy, and dangerous; lovely old 
houses remain empty, except for those 
used as lavatories. But -people with the 
wHL to settle there and the means to 
repair and rebuild are -driven to despair 
by the administrative obstacles put in 
thelr way. So the houses stay empty, 
and. every week sees more. drawings on 
the walls and firea in the corners of 
the. rooms, stoneg falling off the walls 
and the-remaing of picnics on the floors. 
There is. no police presence, πὸ interest 
on the part of.any competent authority 
to ‘prevent. or repair the damage being 
done. Windows, fittings, stonework, irop- 
work,, whole rooms, whole houses fall 
victim to the indifference, greed, or whim 
of whoever wishes to do damage. 


The houses are presumed to be under 
the supervision of Amidar. In June 1966, 
however, you published a letter, witha 
pleture, showing how a complete, carved 
stone window had been stolen from at 
abandoned house. This letter was given 
to Amidar the next day. Amidar knows 
who took the window. Amidar (Uke the 
rest of us) knows where the window 18. 
Amidar haa done exactly nothing to have 
jt put back, despite letters from us within 
the past year. . 

In Bin Karem there is a school which 
uses a collection of wooden huts; 8 
school which — despite the best efforts 
of ao talented principal and dedicated 
teachers — is so bad that we are ail 
under tremendous pressure to pull all the 
strings we can to get our children out 
of there. Unhappily the ativice is follow- 
ed. The school deteriorates, physically and 
socially. Now there is a new school build- 
ing above Bin Karem standing empty, 
a facility which might attract the child- 
ren of those from European background 
to return to the village.

There ig ἃ great deal of justification 
to the complaint about Ein Karem al- 
though the presentation is somewhat 
dramutised. Because the facts were known 
some fime ago, the Municipality, in co- 
operation with the Ministry of Tourism, 
requested the East Jerusalem Develop- 
ment Corporation to submit a plan for 
the development of the village, A team 
of competent architects, specialising in 
the reconstruction of historic sites (Old 
Jaffa, Avdat, etc,) was requested to draw 
up 2 detailed survey of every house in 
Ein Karem, occupied or otherwise, as 
well as a comprehensive plan, This has 
now been completed. 

Of course, we have been lUmited hy 
the means at our disposal, but we were 
lucky enouzh to receive help from the 
Ministries of Tourism and Religious Af- 
fairs to make a few small improvements, 
including the repair, carried out by the 
Natlonal Parks Authority with great 
taste. of St, Mary'’a well and the adjoln- 
ing mosque — important tourist attrac- 
tons. 

In addition, ag the original approach 
road to the Soeurs de Notre Dame de 
Sion was vitually impassable, the Muni- 
cipality paved a new road which {s al- 
ready in use and which we hope shortly 
to cover with asphalt. 

One hundred and fifty thousand pounds 
were recently obtalned and allocated for 
gewage improvements. The City Engineer 
has been asked to undertake these as 
soon as posgible. 

Tn general, the authorities connected 
with Bin Karem reached similar conclus- 
jons to those of the authors of the letter, 
and thug the E.J.D.C. approached the 
Israel] Lands Authority, which owns most 
of the property in Ein Karem, with the 
suggestion that it band over housing 
administration presently in the hands of 
Amidar (which specialises In modern 
housing projects) to tie Corporation 
(which is gaining experience with old 
sites), ; 

Now for the more specific complaints. 
‘We are aware that the Ughting {s not 
adequate and we shall give the problem 
our attention. The question of school 
facilities wHl be solved very shortly. As 
for Tipat Halav —- the Public Health 
Services ‘inform us that there is 8 
nurse there once a week, on Sundays, 
and a doctor once a month. 

Granted, all that is being done for Hin 
Karem is far too Uttle, but we hope 
that the village's development will re- 
celve a boost if the planning ig taken 
over by the E.J.D.C.

Help of ‘big boys’ needed for RUSSIANS SMELL ARAB OIL - 


steady stock market growth. Growinginterest

AFTER two months of rising prices 
<4 on the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange 
with increasing turnovers. prices are 
dropping again. A month ago more 
than a million pounds worth of shares 
changed hands every day on Allenby 
Road: now turnover has again dimi- 
nished to a few hundred thousand 
pounds. 4 “ 

A somewhat Closer look at prices 
reveals that the upward trend is al- 
ready fully a year old. It started in 
February 1967. The rise in the four 
months up to the June War was sub- 
stantial, on the average over 20 per 
eent. The aftermath of the hostilities 
brought several months of uncertainty 
and hesitancy, and prices fluctuated at 
about the same level. When the up 
ward trend was resumed Jast December, 
prices rose again by about 20 per 
cent in a few months. They stood in 
March at over 40 per cent above their 
ae Jevel, that reached in early 

(5 
Since then a reaction has set in, 
which gained momentum after the clear 
warning of the Governor of the Bank 
of Israel that we were again heading 
for inflation, The announcement of the 
pew 1L500m. “voluntary” defence loan 
further accentuated the downward trend, 

The sudden increase in turnover 
during February and March was most 
surprising. For years activity on the 
Stock Exchange in Tel Aviv had re- 
mained in the doldrums. Turnover in 
shares amounted to only ἃ few hundred 
thousand pounds daily. A general at- 
mosphere ef apathy prevailed. only 
professionals being interested in the 
movement of prices. Turnovers increas- 
ed sharply in February and March; 
they often reached over Lim. in one 
session, This was still a modest amount 
compared to the important sums that 
usually change hands in other sectors 
of the Israeli financial world. However, 
it appeared that the public was again 
interested, buying διὰ selling was 
watched every day with increasing in- 
terest. Had the Exchange come to life? 
Was the “boomlet” real? Or was it 
just a speculation of a few optimists? 
Has the economy improved so much? 
Is the “mitun" definitely over? Are 
the results of our enterprises so pro- 
mising? Is there no longer unemploy- 
ment? Are the defence budget and 
the heavy taxation resulting therefrom 
not ἃ burden? 

Whatever the answers to the above 
questions, a more optimistic mood is 
prevailing in the country. Money is 
still plentiful, although the repayments 
on the absorption loan wiil be needed 
for the new Defence Loan. There have 
been some pleasant surprises in recent 
company reports; the economic plan- 
ning authority estimates that the na- 
tional product wiJl increase in the years 
ahead of us by seven to nine per 
cent annually, and the Jerusalem Eco- 
nomic Conference will bring new inyest- 
ments in its wake. Some people think 
ae a new period of growth is ahead 
of _us. 

How many people think so? More 
than a few, yet not too many. Although 
the stock market is no longer visited 
by professionals only, the amount of 
speculation is, as has always been the 
ease in Tel Aviv, disproportionately high. 
This will remain so as long as the 
solid institutional investors, the pen- 
sion funds. the insurance companies, 
the savings and severance payment 
funds refuse to invest in shares. So 
Jong as the stock market is left to 
private people, partly savers, but most- 
ly speculators, our market will remain 
volatile, with sudden ups and downs, 
despite the frantic offorts of some 
banks to help it to attain some degree 
of stability. 

When we take a longer view, it 
should not be forgotten that present 
prices are still far from high, espe-

cially aftér the recent reaction, when 
compared with quotations prevailing 
only a few years ago. The last post- 
1962 devaluation boom doubled share 
prices on the average in just over 2 
year. Then came an almost continuous 
downward trend, with prices falling 
steadily, with slight interruptions only 
— till they dropped far below the 
early 1962 level. 

Prices had dropped about 60 per 
cent by early 1967. As the rise has 
been since then “only” 40 per cent, 
simple arithmetic shows that quota- 
tions have still a long way to 5Ὸ 
even to reach previous levels, A drop 
o£ 60 per cent brings 100 to 40. A rise 
of forty per cent brings 40 to 56 only, 
still far removed from 100. (This si- 
tuat.on, by the way, obtains also in 
France and Italy, where share prices, 
despite recent gains, also fluctuate 
around 40-50 per cent below their all- 
time high). 

But 1963 levels were surely exagre- 
rated. This being true, it should also 
be kept in mind that past prices do 
not determine future trends. Only yields 
and earnings in comparison with what 
can he obtained in other investment 
media — bills, short-term loans, de- 
bentures, houses etc. — are a reliable 
yardstick. 

Interest rates on bills and short-term 
loans have dropped during 1967, even 
substantially so. Recently, however, they 
have risen again. The price of money 
may rise further in view of the new 
Defence Loan and the stronger demand 
for credit for the again expanding 
economy, : 

Dollar-linked securities are no longer 
the fashion. This trend favours invest- 
jog in shares. We are not well informed 
in Israel about yields, and even lese 
so about earnings. Some recent com- 
panies’ reports contained, as stated 
above, pleasant surprises, but many 
enterprises are no doubt still struggling 
to_earm a living, , 

in the real estate field prices do not 
move downward any longer, but no 
strong upward trend is vistble. Money 


is still plentiful, always a stimulus for 
rising stock prices. 


Above all, everybody is asking him- 
self what will be the influence of the 
recent gold crisis? If the free market 
price of gold rises, speculators who 
have bought gold may take their easily 
acquired profit and turn again to the 
stock market. This should stimulate 
prices, In the long run, two prices for 
gold tend to favour the higher price. 
An increase in the official gold price 
might —- the streas is on might — 
‘be an outcome of the recent emergency 
measures. This would favour rising 
prices all over; of gold, of other com- 
modities, and probably also of shares. 
However, Great Britain is planning 
severe deflationary measures to defend 
its economic position, Althoush 1968 
is an election year, the United States 
may follow suit. These actions will 
have ἃ restraining influence an eco- 
nomic activity the world over, includ- 
ing, although mostly indirectly, Israet. 

As usual, many complicating factors 
govern share prices. In our own special 
security situation there ig an additional 
all-important political factor which can 
hardly be appraised. 

All in all, it can be said that present 
prices, based on past records, are not 
unduly high; the activity on the Stock 
Exchange is however not on in- 
vestment, but_on speculation about fu- 
ture trends. In our volatile market a 
further setback should astonish nobody. 
The long-term outlook, having un- 
favourable political developments, should 
however be rather hopetul. Should an 
upward trend be resumed more than 
a few enterprises will try, of course, 
to use this opportunity to mobilize 
new capital, urgenily needed for the 
expansion of their un ΡΞ. 

This would have a restraining in- 
fluence on prices, Any activity result- 
ing from new issues would, however, 
be most welcome. After all, it was for 
this very purpose that the Stock Hx- 
change was established.

An ideal 


i Persian. Gulf

LONDON (WBS). — 
Soviet Premier Kosygin’s recent visit 
to Iran underlined once again the 
Soviet Union's interest in the Middle 
East. With Iran itself the Russians al- 
ready have extensive economic contacts, 
including a deal ‘on the construction of 
a £230m. pipeline to ran from south Iran 
to the Soviet Caucasus. 

Apart from this, the Russlang have con- 
cluded 4 trade agreement recently with 
Iraq, and have reportedly been trying 
for olf concessions there. The most con- 
spictous Soviet imvolvement in the Mid- 
de East is of course the continuing 
commitment on the Arab side against 
Israel, but there have also been signs that 
the Russiang are increasingly Interested 
in the small Arab states of the Gulf. 

The Russians’ motives in the area are 
mo doubt mixed, but it seems pretty clear 
that there js one thing that interests 
them there most. It ig the same thing 
that makeg the Western powers interest- 
ed in the Middle East — oil. 

For the Russians, this is something 
new. For the past few years the Soviet 
Union bas figured in the oil world as a 
rapidly gtowing exporter. Some reports 
are already saying that the Russians are 
short of oll This appears distinctly pre- 
mature, since they exported some 50 
million tons of crude last year together 
with 2 further 23 million tous of oil 
products, But it does seem that Soviet 
oi] prospects are no Jonger seen so optl- 
mistically a3 they were a few years ago. 

Soviet oil production last year was 286 
milion tons. Of the 50 million tons of 
exports, 25 million tons went to Eastern 
Europe and the rest to Western Hurope— 
princtpally Italy, Finland and West Ger- 
Many — and to overseas countries of 
which Cuba and Japan were the most 
important. 

Jt seems likely that if anything pro- 
duction will have an increasing difficulty 
in keeping pace with cousumption. The 
big new Fiat factory is to start masg 
production of cars within the next couple 
of years, and the Russian people's de- 
mand for cars is certain to keep grow- 
ing for years. Coal, gas and hydro-elec- 
tric power, and eventually some nuclear 
power, will help to satisfy the growing 
industrial demand for fuel, but there is 
no reason to belleve that the rate of 
increase in the industrial demand for oil 
will fall. P 

The maln Soviet -hopes for expanded oil 
production in-the next few years are in 
the Tyumen area of Western Siberia. 
The region ig remote and swampy; the 
winter freeze-up and the comm 
difficultie; make exploitation expensive. 
All indications are that there has beer 
a quiet, but substential, downward revi- 
ston of production targets. 

Ouse area in which the Russians are 


Iranian, 

Caspian Sea. AN the other shores, 
which are in. Soviet territory, have pro- 
duced oil and ἐξ seems at least highly’ 
possible that there is off on the Iranian 
shore too. Although it ig “abroad” this 
oll would be as near to Moscow a9 the 
Tyumen field, and much nearer to the 
industrial centres of the Ukraine and 
South Russia. 

Even if the Soviet Union does not be- 
come a substantial oil importer for some 


..time yet, there seems to be every pos- 


sibility that the East European countries 
which have relied on her for oll — Po- 
Janda, Czechoslovakia, East Germany and 
Hungary — will. 

It seems likely that every country in 
Eastern Europe, except Rumania, which 


has her own ΟΠ, wili need to Import - 


substantial quantities in the 1970s. Not 
aurprisingly, the representatives of the 
big Western oi] companies can already 
be seen at such East-West occasions 36 
the Leipzing Yair, quietly building up 
their contacts.

International deal to bypass Sue

A Japanese concern, the Soviet Petroleum Export Agency ard LP.C. have 
signed a trilateral agreement switching the supply of one million tons of oil 
from the wells at Baku, on the Caspian Sea, to Japan, via the Mediterranean and 
the Suez Canal, to wells of Abu Dhabi, one of the Trucial States on the Persian 


Guli. 

Instead of selling their Baku oil to far- 
away Japan, the Soviets have contracted 
to sell the same quantity to the Iraq Pet- 
releum Company, which produces of at 
Abu Dhabi. British Petroleum will market 
the Soviet oil in Western Europe on he- 
half of LP.C., of which it is one of the 
owners. 

The transaction, reported in the May 
issue of the “Petroleum News Service,” 
published in London, was suggested hy the 
blockage of the Suez Canal which pre- 
vents the Soviets from delivering their 
ot.

LORD GOODMAN 


A Pericles for the public 


"N? one has yet proved that an artist 
paints better when he's half-starved,” 
says Lord Goodman, head of the British 
Arts Council, the Government patron of 
artists. 

There may be an apparent waste of 
public money, in financiog work of little 
promise, but this is a risk 2 democratic 
legos Tust take, he states. The burden 

an artistic breakthrough is 
ane e artist's. The nation can only 
keep the effort going, without ex- 
pecting miractes. 

Lord Goodman was here at the invita- 
tion of the Israel Arts Council, He gave 
a lecture in Jerusalem and another in 
Tel Aviv, spending the rest of his time 
touring the country, which he describes 
as “a mature, civilized society.” 

Lord Goodman last visited Israel 15 
years ago. He was not a peer then, but 
ἃ successful lawyer of independent mind 
who had managed to gain the trust of 
all shades of political opinion. Today. he 
is the legal adviser of a number of Lah- 
our leaders, including Prime Minister Wil- 
Son. But he hes also been the trustee of 
the Conservative Party leader, Edward 
Heath, and of the Liberal leader, Je- 
remy Thorpe. In the House of Lords he 
is listed as “Independent.” Politics, in the 
sense of a struggle for power, leare him 
cold. He is keenly interested fn matters 
of general concern — the reform of the 
British legal system, for instance, which 
he considers outdated, cumbersome, and 
costly. Ha contributes occasional .artictes 
on this subject to legal journals and to 
the popular press. 

Art is more than a hobby to Lord 
Goodman: # is preoccupation, a personal 
disposition. But not as an artist. “It's 
true. they taught me violin when I was 
a child, but I bad the gond sense to 
stop when I was young.” His interest in 
art is that of a consumer who likes a 
good product. He collects paintings. but 
not on large scale. "I specialize in For- 
ain’ — possibly because he disliked hoth 
lawyers and Jews." Lord Goodman heads 
the British Cultural Committee of Unesco, 
and is Chairman of the Trust of the “Ob- 
server” newspaper. He was elected three 
years ago to a five-year term ag head of 
the British Arts Council 

He says Israel's case is very little known 
abroad. “You have an unanswerable case 
if brought before the court of world opin- 
fon. You still seem to be squabbling with 
some sort of British colonial administra-

tor. You do not seem to realize the im- 
pact of what you have performed in this 
part of the world, politically as well as 
socially. Do you expect to come to terms 
with military chieftains who rule over ἃ 
nation of slaves?" 

In contrast to Israel practice, the 
British Arts Council is 2 small body of 
about 20 members, chosen for artistic 
knowlegeability alone. The Council forms 
committees to examine the claims of va- 
tious institutions and personalities for 
floancial help. 

The British Arts Council is completely 
autonomous in fits decisions. “If a Minis- 
ter should try and exercise pressure or 
veto a decision of the Council, all its mem- 
bers would resign immediately.” The 
Council shows no preference for any art 
trend, the only limitation being the ques- 
tion of public morality. ‘Tf the Marquis 
of Sade were to come to us with a Manu- 
script and ask for a subsidy, he would 
most likely be refused. He may have # 
claim to being an artist, but he bas none 
ta public funds,” Lerd Goodman said. ie

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Arab League ‘envoy’ 
talks of peace prospects 


By ΑΝΑΝ SAFADI, Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Arab League's “roving ambassador,” Mr. Nassti e-Din Nashashibi, yes-. 
terday told The Post he doubted whether Dr. Gunnar Jarring’s mission would be 
successful. “Only when the leaders of both sides announce their primary condi- 
tions and set 2 place for talks — U.S.-Vietnam fashion — can there be any hope 
of a setlement,” he said. Secrecy would only lead to mutual suapicion and lack 


of confidence. 

Mr. Nashashib!, who is also “Al-Ahram” 
European correspondent, domiciled in 
Geneva, jis currently in Jerusalem op 
a visit, At one time, he was cditor of the 
Heyptian daily “Al-Gomhouriya”. 

Queried by The Jcrusalem Post yester- 
day on reports of meeting, with top-level 
Israeli officials. he declined to talk ahout 
what was discussed. 

While he stressed that he is here on a 
Tanily visit, Mr. Nashashibi admitted it 
was also a “fact-finding mission". Prior 
tn his arrival In Jerusalem, he visited 
Egypt, Syria, Jordan and Lebanon. 

When asked ip which of his two roles 
— diplomat or journalist — he would 
convey his experiences, he repiled “in my 
nationalist capacity" rather than through 
the press, 

He said that before a formula for an 
Israel-Arab dialogue could be found, both 
parties must first demonstrate their readi- 
ness for peace and their good will. “With 
the Arabs, it is not 50 much a matter of 
eliminating the traces of ageression. but 
ellminating the reasons which led to the 
June war”. 

PEACE MAIN ISSUE 

The achievement of peace remains the 
Iain issue, and not the exchange of citles 
or territories, he stressed.

LYDDA AIRPORT. — Israel Aireratt 
Industries’ first baby, the 20-seater feeder 
line aircraft, Arava, will roll-out of the 
company hapgars here during Frhiuiry, 
The maiden flight is scheduled for Aprti 
and the first production series aircraft 
are expected to roll off the assembly line 
by March 1970. 

Production rates have been set at four 
planes a month but this figure could be 
doubled if sales justify It, The Jerusalem 
Post was told. 

A recent industry survey indicates that 
the company can already market at least 
τὸ of these short take-otf and landing air- 
craft. It wil have to sel! about 130 of the 
high wing, $300,000 planes to break even. 
but the company management |s convinced 
that they can far exceed that number. 

Isvael Aircraft Industries are also work- 
ing on a parallel productian programme 
at the recently acquired rights for North 
«\viation’s jet Commander. 

The many applications of the Arava 
include the following: 22-3eat capacity 
for feederline ot air taxi operations; a 
cargo payload of 4.410 105. for all cargo 
operations; or as an executive aircratt. 
Alternatively the plane can be used ay a 
fixing anwbulance carrying 15 stretcher 
patients and their attendants, agricultural 
spraying, supply dropping, troop and 
paratroop transport (it can seat 20 fully 
armed men), bush and alpine operations. 
fire fighting and finally as a vebtcle 
transport. It can also carry elther a jeep 
or a tractor. 

Sales prospects are believed particu. 
larly promising in developing areas since 
the plane needs a minimal airstrip. Its 
Sxound run at take-off is cstimated at 
under 600 feet and the landing ground 
Toil is less than 500. Maximum cruising 
specd is 209 m.p.h. and the range, with 
ἃ. tull payload, is 302 miles.

The Government is expected to take a 
decision on the settlement of 80 Jews in 
Hebron within the mext few days. 
The Defeuce Minisiry sovkesman ν᾿ «γα 
day told The Jerusalem Post that the Mi- 
Htary Government would implement what- 
ever the Government decided. “But there 
might be sothing to implement,” another 
source at the Ministry said. 

Mayor Sheikh Mohammed Ali a-Ja‘abart 
last weck demanded that the settlers 
leave Hebron, He wrote to the Premier 
and the Defence and Labour Ministers 
that the group may tempt terrorists to 
act, with the inhabitants of Hebron suf- 
ferlng as a result, 

Adding that he was mottvated by his 


sincere desire for peace, he said that he . 


hopes the day would come when the Jews 
can again live in Hebron “and eventually 
the Palestinians go back to their homes 
they abandoned in 1948." 

Relutions between the settlers and the 
Mayor became strained this week when in 
the course of a meeting, In which the 
Jews urged him to withdraw his letter, 
Shetkh Ja‘ahari interpreted some of the 
sharp words said as a threat and asked 
for the interference of the Milltary Gov- 
ernor. The jatter calmed tempers down, 
and reported on the issue to the Govern- 
ment. 

A spokesman for the croup yesterday 
told The Jerusalem Post that “a complete 
blackout” was being Lnposed on the hand- 
ling of the affair. He ssid they “would 
react later” to press inquiries. . 

The spokeaman told The Poat thet a 
young group affiliated to the Free Centre 
which arrived to join the settlera yester- 
dav was turned back. “They don’t fit in,” 
he explained.

The date ts not final snd this does not 
mean that Sde Dov will “cease to exist 
as an airfield on that date," Mr. Begun 
stressed, 

He is leaving Ierael this week to sign 
with Handley Page for the delivery of 
another Herald turbo-prop plane, the com- 
pany's fifth, He said that he was frankly 
worried over the possibility that the com- 
pauy’s hangars and terminal complex 
would not be completed on time and that 
this would spell delays and the enforced 
idling of equipment. 

The slow construction of the super high- 
way to Lydda was another possible trouble 
maker though ne thought the compnay 
might operate an sir feeder tine to Lydda, 
even with Arava planes, to cut short the 
40 minutes wasted under present road and 
traffic conditions. 

The Company was uw just about 
breaking even with an accrued invisible 
reserve (πὶ the form of a shorter than 
usual amortisation schedule by which the 
planer would be paid up in eight years’ 
time. The normal time span was ten ycars,

LYDDA. — Accused Fatah leader William Najib Nassar, of Jerusalem, yester- 
day pleaded guilty to some of the charges on.which he is being tried by 2 
military court here, after having previously denied everything. He also retracted 
some of the declarations he had made to the police following his capture on 


March 3. 

His 5,000-word statement had been read 
into the record on Wednesday. ᾿ 

Nassar, 22, accused of being Fatah De- 
puty Commander for the Jerusalem dis- 
trict, is being tried together with Kamal 
Nammer, 26, also of Jerusalem, the al- 
leged Cofnmander, captured at the same 
time. The charges against them include 
murder of a watchman near Abu Ghosh 
on March 2; iflegal possession of arms and 
ammunition: and laying mines in Jerusa- 
lem. They have refused the lawyers ap- 


“pointed by the court to defend them, Nam- 


Mer, who also went on the stand yester- 
day, continued to deny all the charges. 

Nassar yesterday denied having been 
Deputy Commander but admitted he was 
a feutenant in the Palestine Liberation 
Army, commander of a five-man unit, hav~ 
ing completed 2 four-month officers’ train~ 
ing course in Nanking, China. 

He admitted he had been in possession 
of two hand grenades near Abu Ghosh the 
day the watchman was strangled and an 
explosion wrecked equipment at the Me- 
korot-P.W.D. tractor depot the latter had 
been guarding. 

He also admitted having placed explo- 
sives in the depot, and having been in pos- 
session of three anti-personnel mines and 
20 “button” mines. He admitted, also, that 
he had manhandled the watchman, but 
denied any intention to kill him. 

Nassar retracted hig statement to the 
police that he had led them to the place 
near Ramalisk where hig gang had been 
hiding. Furthermore, after having named 
Nammer as the Jerusalem Fatah Com- 
mander in hig statement, he said yesterday 
that he had done this only because he had 
been angry at Nammer and had wanted 
to get him into trouble. 

Nassar yesterday repeated his earller de- 
mand to be treated as 8 prisoner of war, 
as he considers himself a member-of a 
regular army. 


‘ISRAEL'S MY ENEMY’ 

Kamal Nammer, after denying all ἐπε 
charges, stated: “I consider Israel as my 
enemy.” He admitted, however, to having 
written the letter found in his room in 
Wadi Joz st the time of hiy capture, ad- 
dressed to “My dear uncle,” by which he 
claims he meant his uncle Allah ed-Din 
Nammer, an official in the Amman Finance 
Ministry, The letter stated: “For the first 
time, we used 2 jeep in this action, Please 
don’t tell anyone, because the enemy 
doesn’t know about it, and it was the 
secret of our success. Don't gsk what con- 
fusion the action caused in the enemy 
ranks!" : 

The prosecution contends the letter was 
meant for Fatah Commander Yasser (Abu 
Amer) Arafat, ag a report ou the sabotage 
and killing at Abu Ghosh, 

In denying all the charges, Nammer, 
vader questioning by his counsel, said yes- 
terday that the munitions with whose 
possession he is charged, which the police 
found in his grandfather’s garage in Beit 
Hanina, were pleced there without his 
knowl by his co-defendant Nassar. 

He admitted to having met a Fatah 
leader named Abu Amer. a number of 
times, first in Jerusalem. Be said he had 
refused this man’s invitation to join the 
Fatah, but hed agreed to go to Damascus 
to let Fatah people there try and persuade 
him, He had no answer when asked by 
the prosecution why he had had to go to 
Damascus, instead of letting them come 
to Jerusalem to try and win him over. 
Neither did he have any explanation why 
he went to the Al-Hamra Fatah base in 
Transjordan for a second meeting with 
Abu Amer. 

At this meeting. he sald, Abu Amer had 


told that one “William” would came to 


live at his home in Jerusalem. Asked why, 
by his own admission, he had received this 
William — his co-defendant Nassar — 50 
warmly when he arrived a few weeks later, 
“lent” him 50 dirars (out of 2,500 he had 
brought back from Transjordan), taught 
him to drive in a stolen jeep, etc., al- 
though he hardly knew him at all, he re- 
plied: “We were.good friends." Hag they 
ΤΕΣ before or did Nammer only know 
of him from Abu Amer. Nammer replied 
that they had met for about 10 minutes in 
Transjordan.

Slash your hudgets, 
“ mayors . told 


Every town and city mayor is going to 
have to slash bis development budget by 
at least 20 per cent, the Ministers of the 
Interior and the Treasury told local au- 
thority heads yesterday. 

They reaffirmed that the Government 
will also cut its development budget by a 
fifth. 


Jerusalem's Mayor Teddy Kollek chal- 
Tenged the Ministers, arguing that the 
budget cuts will damage hig housing plans 
for Hast Jerusalem. But the Ministers re- 
assured him, pledging that the cuts will 
not affect East Jerusalem, and that the 
home-building scheme will be carried out 
in full, despite pressure on the Treasury. 
Ground work on the sites has already 
started and the first 700 nousing-units wil! 
be started soon. 

Cash saved by the local councils through 
drastic cuts of over 20 per cent will help 
cover their rising deficits. The leaders ag- 
reed to such cuts but demanded that the 
Government help them cover their budget 
deficits. 

A second meeting will be held to discuss 
the cuts in detail.

The “Sapir committee” 
seemed of the opinion yesterday that the 
founding convention should be an elected 
one, but opinions differed on when and 
how to hold the elections. 

According to the merger agreement, the 
convention should be held at least elght 
months before,the general elections to the 
Enesset. 

Mr. Pinhas Sapir, the Minister of 
Finance, who heads the committee, be- 
lieves the party would weather the general 
elections easier if ft puts off internal elec- 
tions until 1970 (elections are scheduled 
for the fall of 1968). Mr. Shraga Netzer, 
the veteran organization man in Mapai, 
brought a draft resolution which favours 
an elected convention in 1969, but stressed 
measures should be taken to assure rep- 
resentation to different groupg in the 
party — such as the component parties, 
the youth groupings, and the newcomers 
or; ons. i 
Mr. Gad Yaacobi suggested that by 
making the 188 members of the secretariat 
ex-officio members of the convention, a 
bridge would be created between “the 
balanced Jeadership of the past and the
